In days of yore, lords and ladies lived in the 
country like petty kings; had yura regalia be- 
longing to seignories, had castles and boroughs : 
had gallows within their liberties, where they 
could try, condemn and execute ; never went to 
London but in Parliament time, or once a year 
to do their homage to the king. They always 
eat in the Gothic halls, at the high table or os- 
sille, (which is a little room at the upper end of 
the hall, where a table stands,) with the folks at 
the side table. The meat was served up by 
watch words; jacks are but of late invention ; 
the poor boys did turn the spits, and licked the 
dripping for their pans. The beds of the mew 
servants and retainers were iu the hall. In the 
hall mumming and loaf stealing, and othe: 
Christmas sports, were profound. 
The hearth was commonly in the middle. 
whence the saying “ Round about ogr coal fire.” 
In the halls and parlours of the great houses 
were written texts of Scripture on painted cloths, 
The first dish that was brought up to table on 
Easter day was a red herring riding away on 
horse back—i. e. a herring ordered by the cook, 
something after the likeness of a man on horse 
back set in a corn sallad. 
The custom of eating a gammon of bacon at 
Easter (which is still kept up in many parts of 
England) was founded on this—viz. to show 
their abhorrence of Judaism at that solemn com- 
memoration of our Lor.’’s festival. 
Before the reformation, there were no poor 
rates; the charitable doles given at the religious 
houses, and the church ale in every parish did 
the business. In every parish there was achurch 
house, to which belonged spits, pots, &c. for 
dressing provision. Here the house keepers 
met and were merry, and gave their charity. 
The young people came there too, and had dan- 
cing, bowling, shooting at buts, &c. Mr. A. Wood 
assures me there were few or no almshouses be- 
fore the time of Henry VIII. That at Oxon, 
opposite Chiists church, was one of the most an- 
cient in England.
